crimes in judgement againſ} them . and without endeavouring 
to extenuate our own offences by compariſon, we do hearti-- 
ly wiſh for the honour of the age welive in, that no Hiſtory 


might conveigh-the memory of theirs to poſterity. But al- 


though we decline that manner of defence, we may not by our 
Glence betray our Countrey, and'our Cauſe, nor ſuffer thoſe 
whoſe Charity is confin'd withirthe bounds of their Intereſts, 
with fictions and inveRtives to raiſe the apprehenſions of men 
to ſuch a degree of -horrour againſt us, as that a Roman Ca- 
tholick and an Iriſhman ſhould paſs for a Monſter in nature, 


nor may we ſuffer thoſe who (not content to. have been pro- 


digalin the Bloodand Treaſure of England in favour of ſuch 
A 3 -__ Crimes 
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Crimes as we Farbepr to name, and who have oppreſt and 
baniſhe-chaſe from their Countrey that trove to aſfert Mo- 
racchy, and.the Rights of their Sovereign) do endeavour to 
makevsa reproidchto mankinde. But now the torrent of 
their Iniquities baving ſpent it ſelf, and che times growing 
more calm, we with more freedom and greater expeRation 
of finding Patronage for a juſt cauſe, come to ſpeak in the 
Grit placeroghetEnglh Nation; whom tigze and the over- 
ating of *our Adverſaries, have in ſome meaſure undeceived. 
They therefore and the.whole'waorld may be pleaſed to know, 
that we are ſo far from juſtifying any horrid ations per- 
petrated at that time, when but afew of any quality raiſed a 
Rebellion in the North , as we have and ſtill make it our re- 
queſt; chat-thefe crimes, and all Maffacrey and Murthers then, 
ar after committed , who everſhall be found guilty of them 
be puniſhed ;. yet we may not omit (although no Motive 
whatſoever could jullifie their undertakings) to Repreſent, 
that before they fell from their Obedience to the Govern- 
ment;thatfir ilian Parſcns, ong&-af the Lords Juſtices that 
Wpplied the Depuries place ,- at a;publick Entertainment be- 
fore many witneſſes did poſitively declare, That within a 
twelve moneth no Catholique ſhould be ſeenin Ire/avd;, mas» 
ny bands were ſougbe, and thauſands were found to ſubſcribe 
a Petition tending to the introducing of a ſevere, perſecution 
againk Cathahlcks ,: who were the Ganeer Number of the 
Inhabitants of [re/ayd: And that the menace of an Invaſion 
by 8 Scottiſh Army of which men at the; time did frequently 
diſcourſe, bred frightful apprehenſions, ſo as theſe and other 
grounds of fuſpicion being, improved by ſuch among them, 
-whoſe particular Intereſts could be moſt favoured, and better 
advanced jp ynquiet times; laid the foundation of that Re.

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the State;they were forced at firſt by their regular Contributi- 
on to prevent the deſolation which would have followed their 
refuſal to ſupply them. Hereupon ſuch Contributors began to 
be looked upon and CharaRered as men fallen from the Go- 
vernment, and a party that was ſent from D«6/in having kil- 
led at Sentry (bur three miles diſtant from thence) ſome in. 
nocent Husbandmen , (among whom there were-two Prote. 
Rants) and carried their heads as in Triumph to the City, the 
Neighbour Inhabitants Allaram'd thereat , had recourſe to 
ſuch weapons as firſt came to hand , and gathered in a Body : 
Whereupon the Lords Juſtices ſet forth a Proclamation in na- 
ture of a ſafe Condu@, by which theſe ſoin Arms, and Mr. 
King of C lontarffe: by ſpeciall name-had five dayes reſpite to 
come in and t their Grievances ; but before three nights 
of the time prefixt were expired, Mr. Kings houſe was pilla- 
ged and burnt by direfion of the Lords Juſtices. Not long 
after Supplies being arrived out of England, and the Siege 
of Treaath raiſed,” and .confequently the force removed, 
which necefſiraced'the Inhabicants to Comply with the Ulſter 
Army, the Nobility and Gentry of the Pale prevailed with

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turn to their Obedizrice, The Lords Juftices, (notwithſtanding- 
ſuch Order, and His Majeſties Gracious Pleafurt figriified® ts 
that effet ) by their Proclamation dated in November, 
1641. limited ſuch His Majefties and the Parliamens of Zng- 
tand their favourable and generall Intentions, to the Inhabi- 
rants of a few Counties, provided alwayes they were no - 


'* Free-holders., and afforded them no longer time then” tex 


dayjer , after the Proctamation to receive benefit thereby ; 
but notwithſtanding theſe Reſtrictions, the Lord of Dv»ſany, 
Sir fohn Nettervill, Patrick, Barnewall of Kilbrue, and many 
others who had notice of His Majefties Gracious Inclination 
towards the Nation, and the Parliament,of Engiauds Order 
in fayour of them, ſubmicred co the Lord Marqueſs of Or. 
90»d, then Lieutenant General of His Majefties Army ,- who 
recommeded them to the Lords Juſtices , intimating that the 
go0d uſage to be extended to them would havean influence 
on. many others, .and be a great.motive to quiet the difter- 
pers which then began to ſpread ; but the-Lordy Juftices, 
whoſe deſign was not to be carried on by Mercy and Indul- 
gence, to prevent Submillions, Impriſoned and Indited by a 
Jury, which did not conſilt of Free-holders, thoſe ſo ſubmir.. 
ting, and 'put the ſazd Mr. Barnewall” (of the: age of fixtyſix 
years). to the torture of the Rack : This notwithſtanding; 
the Noblemen and Gentry inhabiring the Countrey next' to 
Dublin applied themſelves humbly by their Letter to-the 
Lords Juſtices , which when the Earl of Caftle-haver, a No- 
bleman of Engliſh Birth , who freely before that tinie had 
acceſs to Dablin, came to preſent , he was made Priſoner : 
Wherefore when the Nation obſerved , that their advice in 
Parliament was not onely thought unneceſſary , but-cthem- 
ſelves involvedin a general diſtruſt, 

That neither the Parliament nor the Marqueſs: of 0r- - 
monds Offer to iupprefle - the Rebellion , would be 'ac- 
cepted. 

That the enforced complying of the Nobility and Gen- 
try of the Pale, with a powerfull Army, which was 

B. Maſter 
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Maſter of their Lives and Fortunes, was imputed to 
them as a malicious averſion to the Engliſh Govern- 
ment. 

That the blood of innocent Husbandmen was drawn, and 
the Heads of men were grown an acceptable SpeQacle at 
Dablin. 

.. That Publick Faith was broken, and mens Houſes (par- 
ticularly enabled to claim benefit by it) Pillaged and 
Burnt. 

That all wayes were obſtruted by which they might im- 
plore His Majelties mercy, and repreſent their Condi- 
T10ns, 

[That the favourable Intentions of the Parliament of Eng- 
land , and his Majelties Gracious Pardon , which was meant 
ſhould extend to all, ſave ſuch as were guilty of Blood , was 
1+ limited by them, as no Eſtated man could receive benefit 
by-it./, - | : 

I hat theſe who, notwithſtanding their ReſtriQions , caſt 
themſelves freely upon His Majeſties Mercy, were impriſoned, 
Indicted, and ſome of them Rackrt. 

| That the. Earl of Caſt/e-haven might have found it a capi- 
tal Gxime to mediatein their behalf , if he had not made his 
eſcape after twenty weeks Impriſonmert. 

; That the Kings ſworn Servanc was rackt , and that his Mi- 
niſters, whoſe duty.it was to have been jealous of the honour 
of their Maſter, endeavoured to aſperſeit, and to render 
him and his Royal Conſort odious to his peop!e, by ſtriving 
to-gxtort from. atortured man, ſome teſtimony by which they 
might be, accuſed of raiſing,and fomenting that Rebellion, 
when theſe and many other Arguments of this kinde , which 
(leaſt we ſhould be roo prolix) we omit , had convinced the 
Catboliques of. /re/and, that rhe Loxds Juſtices, and that part 
of:the Couricel which adhered co thera, became unfaithful to 
his Majeſty, and had deſigned the Ruine of that Nation , and 
the extirpationof -their Religion, 

That 
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That Law which moves the hand by interpoſing it ſelf to 
bear off a ſtroak aimed at the head , convened an Aſſembly, 
of theſe who were expoſed to thoſe ſo eminent dangers , in 
which they modelled a Government in order to their natu- 
ral defence, oblipging themſelves by ſuch an Oath-to- His Ma- 
jeſty his Heirs and Succeſſors, as well (hewed their affeRion 
to the Crown, and their unalcerable retolutions to maintain 
His Majeſties Rights, and to follow his fortune, Between 
theſe thus divided Governments, there have ' been Batcels 
fought, Cities and Forts Beſieged , and much Chriſtian blood 
ſpilt, which will one day lye at ſome mens Coors, and who 
thoſe are, the Eternal Wiſdom beſt knows , and the Reader is 
left free to determine, 

The Proteſtants and Engliſh Armies that were under 
Command, and inſtrumental in this work (particular mens 
Cruelcies laid alide) are not to be blamed ; and even thoſe, 
that going abroad upon parties have asked Sir IVi/liam Par- 
ſons, if they were to kill Women and Children-, and received 
anſwer, that none of the Iriſh that were grown to be a-ſpan 
long were to be ſpared, may pretend to an- excuſe; but to 
whom ſhall the Authours of thoſe bloody Orders:transfcrre 
their guilt? Would to God the venome of ſome particular - 
mens malice to our Nation had loſt its force, or dyed with 
them, but there are-a few, and but a few-left that are impla- 
cable, thoſe have the Conſcience (in the preſence of God) 
to feign any thing that may render us odious, and the face (in 
the ſight of men) to offer at procuring credit for their 
Fiftions, 

Theſe men amuſe the world with the noiſe of Triſh Barba- 
rous Cruelties, but are far from doing us the Juſtice to let 
men know, that we are as deſirous as they to ſee the Cruelties 
of all fides puniſhr. 

Theſe men fill the ears of the people with their tender. 
neſs of the Engliſh Intereſt in 1re/ard , but conceal from 
them , that they themſelves would deſtroy thoſe who had 
their deſcent from England, and whole Anceſtors did ever 
B. 2 ſupport 
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fi t the Kinply Intereſt in thatNation; they take it ill that 
we ſhould ſay that the Tyrant and Paricide Cromwell, againſt 
whom we fought , (and by whom we were baniſht) did us 
wrong, or that we ſhouldexpe®t that our lawfull Sovereign 
Charles the Second , (whoſe Rights we ſtrove to affert with 
the loſs of our Lives and Fortune) ſhould do us right , and 
reſtore us. Thoſe who cannot pretend to impeccabiliry, 
would yet have us to be put to plead our Innocence, and like 
men that did repine at the, ſuns ſhining every where ,' would 
appropriate His Majeſties Beams of mercy to themſfelyes : 
Why-then being ſo few as they are, do they not rather imi- 
tate the more innocent and far more numerous part of the 
Proteſtants of 1re/and, who ſuffered with us, and having bu- 
ried allformer differences, pitty our Sufferings, and praiſe our 
ſuccelsleſs attempts at home in behalf of our Sovereign , and 
applaud our conſtant adhering to his Fortune abroad , that 
ſo laying aſide all the ſeeds of Difſention we may inthe firſt 
place joyntly pay our Vows to Heaven for ſo miraculous a 
deliverance, and never hereafter contend but in ſerying our 
common Father, our Gracious Sovereign , whom God pre. 
ſerve to Reign loog and happily over us. 


Thus we have given you in little the imperfe& face of our 

- promiſed Juſtihication ; but now take from the words of a 
dying man, of a King, and our late Sovereign of ever bleſ- 
ſed memory, a Judgement inthe Caſe in the twelfth Chapter 
of EIK9N BAEIAIKH.

Hat next to the {i of thoſe who began that Re- 
bellion theirs muſt needs ke , who either hindered 

the ſpeedy ſuppreſſing of it by —_ diſſentions , or 
diverted the aids, or exaſperated the Rebels to the miſt 
deſperate Reſoiutions and attions by threatning all extre- 
mities not onely to the kniwn Heads, and chief Incendia- 
ries, but even to the whole Community of that Nation , 
Reſolving to defiroy Root and Branch, Men, Women, and 
Children, without any regard of thoſe uſual Pleas for 
mercy, which Conquerours , not wholly barbarous , are 
wont to hear from their own Breaſts , in behalf of thoſe 
whoſe oppreſſive fears rather then their malice , engaged 
them , or whoſe Imbecility for Sex and Age was ſuch, 
45 they could neither lift up a hand againſi them , nor di- 
ſtinguiſh between their right hand and their left : which 
prepoſterous and (1think) un- Evangelicall Zeal i tos 
like that of the rebuked Diſciples, who would go no lower 
in their Revenge, then to ca! for fire from heaven upon 
whole Cities, for the repulſe or nrgle of a few, Or like 
that of Jacobs Sons. which the Father both blamed and 
curſed , chaſing rather to uſe all extremities which might 
drive men 10 atſperate obſtinacy . t*en to apply moderate 
remedies ; ſuch 35 might puniſh ſome with exemplary 
Tuſtice , yet diſarm others with tenders of mercy upon 
their ſubmiſſion, and our protettion of them from the 
fury 
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fury of thoſe, who would ſoon drown them, if they refu- 
ſed to ſwim down the popular ſiream with them, 

But ſome kinde of Zeal counts all merciful mogeration 
Lukewarmneſs, and had rather be connted cruel then cold , 
and is not ſeldom more greedy to kill the Bear for his 
Skin, thew for any harm he had done, The Confiſcatiou 
of mens Eſtates being more beneficial then the Charity, of 


ſavine their Lives, or Reforming their Errors, ;
